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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art fails to disclose applicant's RF module having a baseband processor 
coupled to the 1 st & 2 nd transmitters that processes the baseband signals to/from 
each transmitter. The prior art also fails to disclose an image ID reader that 
compresses video image data and transferring that compressed data to the 
baseband processor for transmission by the transmitters. No obvious 
combination of references found would have taught one of ordinary skill in the art 
to make and use applicant's RF communications module as claimed.
